Philade!phia Record: Work improperly
done i# gometimes & waste of labor, and
on the farm there Is often too much work
Nor is such
work mistakenly performed always, for
often it s premeditated and in defiance of
experienee and reason, It is well known
that all plants require o sufficient amounnt

*of food, heat and molsture to enable them

to rench maturity and yield to their fuli
est capacity, and where the ground is
annually devoted to crops the great difli-
cully is to retain its fertility and secure
from it all thut should be derived under the
best possible conditions,  Any diminution
or deterierstion of the plant food in the
go1l must be resupplicd 1n some shape,
und the smaller the amount of plant food
possessed by the farmer, and the greator
the area to be supplied, the more the
difficulty of recuperating the =oll will be
inereased. In the face of this fact farm-
ora do not always take into eonsideration
the propriety of curtailing the urea to by
cultivated, by which meang they would
L enabl®d to supply n greater propor-
tion of plant food to a liniited spuce, and
ut the same thone gave 4 vast amount of
labor, It is not a8 cconomical to grow
thirty bushels of wheat on two neres as it
isto produec twenty bushels on one acre,
for, while in the one ease the farmoer so-
cures an extra ten bushels by reason of
cultivating more Jand for that purpose,
yot he has been compelled to perform
twice as much work and to spread his
manure over double the aren of surface.
There should be no more land put under
cultivition than cun be properly man-
ured or fortilized, as it is moueh  better to
have one nere of strong,  vigorous plants
than two neres of plants improperly pro-
vided for, while it requires just ns much
cultivation, seeding, harvesting and
huuling for an inferior crop as for the
better one,  Nor does the influence end
with a single cron. Land that hus heen
bountifully fod will be in a better condi-
tion for n sueccecding crop, while that
which has been overtaxed will gradually
lose fertility and entail an additional ox-
pense every year. It is an old rule that
proper tield eulture should be the same
ns for a garden spot which is to uso
plenty of manure on small areas, work
the soil to a fine coniition for the seod,
keep down the grass and weeds, and
make every inch of spnee produce to its
fullest capacity, instead of wasting time,
lnbor and manure over large lields that
eannot be properly cultivated.

The Cut WWorms,

American Agriculturist: We are so
enerally nsked about “the cut-worm'’
that it is evidently the popular 1den that
there is but one insect deserving that
name, while in fact there are half a
dozen or more, all larvee of different
gpecies of moth, Practically they might
be regarded us one, did not some of them
nscend trees, shrubs and other plants in
their destructive work, while most of
them conline their operations Lo the sur-
fiuco, nnd work their mischief by entting
off young and tendoer Ei:mt.u even with
the ground. Their work 18 done at night,
and as daylight approaches they hide
themselves in holes in the ground. Cub-
bnge, when lirst set out, and lettuee and
other plunts of the garden, up to
squashes and other plants of the
farm, are attacked by them.
l;rowln? muskmelons and  water-
melong for northern markets is now an
important industry in the southern states,
especinlly within easy rench of the ship-
ping ports, some hundreds of acres being
occupied by watermelons alone, The
grower of malons, as well a8 of cabbages,
etce., finds that his greatest obstacle to
success 18 1 the attack of cut-worms.
Various devices have beon proposed to
ward off their attacks, but among these
none appear to be so sensible or so effect-
tive as that devised by Dr. A. Ocmler,
author of “Truck Farming for the
South.” Dr. Oemler kills off the eut-
worms before the plants appear. Upon
his watermelon tields he sets poison traps
ut about fiftcen feet apart each way.
These “‘traps'’ are cabb: or turnip
leaves, which have been molstened on the
concave side and then dusted with a mix-
ture of Paris green with twenty parts of
flour. These leavea are placed over the
field, poisoned side down, at the dis-
tances above stated, before the plauts
appear. What followst The doctor
facetiously says: *‘T'wo such applica-
tions, particular in cloudy weather, at
intervals of three or four days, will suf-
fice to nllow the cut-worms to make awny
with themselves, which they generally
do with perfect success.''

The simultaneous development of the
bone, wool, fat and muscle in the sheep
requires a wide diyersity of elements in
the food. It would be impossible, for in-
stance, to get ewes to thrive wellon a
diet of corn nlone; they wovld grow too
fat aud would amount to nothing. Va.
riety is absolutlely essential,

An annlysis of hop refuse shows it to be
worth §3.62 Eer ton. Bupplemented by
some phosphoric acid and potash, 1t
might serve in  plnee of barn-yard
manure, The awruﬁe barn-yard manure
(partly rotten) usually contming but 0.5
per cont of nitrogen, 0.26 of phosphoric
acid and 0.6 of potash.

It is an easy matter to stunt the wth
of the wool of tha sheep and the lumbs,
and a stunted growth is never desirable
in anything. The longer we farm the
more thoroughly satistied do we becoms
that it &:’l 0 keep stock growing stead-
ily all time, just the same as a crop,
and that any failure to do this is a failure
to secure ns much profit us we could.

Smaull p5 i the httle bantam fowl it
lnys a 'prupr:rtiumllr-ly larger ege than
uny other breed, It pays, also, as well
a8 the others according to cost, reqniring
loss room for shelter and yard,

It is better to plow deep in the fall and
cross-plow agiin in the spring, of large
quuntities of fertilizers be used; but tﬁc

The best mode of treating a barren

It ig elaimed that if a sow be fed on
flesh foml, such a8 & piece of liver or
cheap beef, first having the meat slightly
sprinkled with sult, she will not be so
linble todevour her young, as the habit
is snid to be prompted by a desive for
fiesh food. Ifshe continue the practice
it will be eheaper to buteher her.

Every time you use the cultivator in
order Lo Kill out the grass and weeds you
are at the same time stirring the soil,
thereby admitting more air to the roots
of the plants, providing a greater umount
of moisture and converting the insolu-
ble substances 1nto plant food.

Lovel enlture is better than hilling, as
it enahles the eultivator and harrow to
be used with greater facility, while the
rains do not flow off as rapldiy, which s
8 very important matter during drv sea-
sons, when light showers occur only at
long intervals,

Milch cows and steers do not require
the same food and should not be kept in
the same pasture if it can be avoided, us
both kinds of cattle will thrive better
from the separation, while the labor of
mannging them will be lessened.

To avoid the IorgettinF of the practice
of salting stock when it is given at stated
periods it is suggested that a lump of
rock salt be placed in the manger, so as
to have it within easy reach of the animal
whenever it may desire salt,

Stagnnnt water is detrimental to all
kind of crog:, and for that reason all
fields shouid be tiled or underdrained in
some manner. Underdrainings carries
off the surplus water and allows more air
and heat to enter the earth,

Small fruits come in bearing in a year
or two after the vines have been planted,
while peach trees often bear when three
years old. Every family having a small
plot of ground should be able to have
them every season.
